Hon. W. H. Shanks offered in the 
House a resolution, which was adopted, 
accepting the laws and rules which 
governed proceedings in the House dur- 
ing the last session until such time as 
a committee on rules shall have been 
appointed and made its report. 

The republican insurgents and Presi- 
dent Taft have come to an open breach 
and political warfare will be waged re- 
lentlessly on both sides. The Presi- 
dent, for his part, has determined that 
the insurgents shall have no voice what- 
ever in the distribution of patronage. 

The making of wife desertion a felony 
punishable by a fine of $500 and im- 
prisonment at hard labor for a period 
not exceeding 12 months, or both fine 
and imprisonment, is the object of a 
bill which will be introduced in ^the 
House by Representative Robert L. 
Harris, of Louisville. 

Former United States Treasurer J. 
N. Huston, with offices in New York 
Citj; Samuel Gralam. of Montreal, 
Canada; Harvey M. Lewis and Everett 
Dufour, of Washington, were indicted 
by the grand jury in Washington on 
the charge of conspiracy and of using 
the mails for fraudulent purposes. 

The trustees of the Indiana Anti-Sa- 
loon League decided not to engage in a 
campaign for statutory State-wide pro- 
hibition of the liquor business, but in- 
stead to attempt in the next session of 
the Legislature to bring about the 
adoption of a joint resolution for pro- 
hibitory amendment to the State Con- 
stitution.
